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INTRODUCTION 



The following pages, advance sheets from the forth-coming 
Saint Dunstan Psalter, are issued to supply the immediate and 
pressing need of several educational institutions, which, having 
had practical instruction in the method exemplified, do not require 
a copious introduction. 

The ancient principles of chanting here set forth for English 
words have been fully accepted by all competent scholars. The 
method of indicating their application to the text is the editor's own. 
It is by a dot placed before the first syllable of each mediation and 
of each ending. The singer needs but to remember that each 
syllable following a dot leaves the reciting note to begin a cadence. 
Other signs used are as follows : 

The asterisk*, which, taking the place of the familiar colon at the 
central pause of each Psalm verse, permits the restoration of the 
rhetorical punctuation. 

The flex, f, which indicates a necessary additional pause for 
breath in the first half of the Psalm verse ; at which, in some Relig- 
ious Communities, an altered note is sung to an unaccented syllable. 

The singers should carefully observe the following points: 

1. The words are to be recited naturally, but evenly; neither 
hurrying the little syllables; nor delaying the weightier ones, unless 
two accented syllables occur together, in which case the first must 
be lengthened. 

2. The notes of the intonation, recitation, mediation and end- 
ing move at the same pace, and irrespective of whether a single 
note or a group is sung to a syllable : except the final notes of both 
mediation and ending, which are lengthened as approximately 
indicated in the music. 

3. Groups of notes are never divided between syllables; nor 
are single notes ever slurred together to a single syllable. The

formulas must be learned and applied precisely as written, ex* 
cept when necessity requires the omission of certain notes. 

4. Notes marked with an accent in the music normally attract 
accented syllables to themselves. This frequently involves the 
insertion of an extra note for an extra unaccented syllable. Such 
notes are indicated in parentheses, and their stems are turned down, 
in the music. 

6. If the first half of the verse ends on an accent, in certain of 
the mediations the unaccented note or notes which ordinarily follow 
the fixed accent, will be omitted. 

6. The central pause in each Psalm verse should be long 
enough to afford a leisurely and plentiful breath supply ; and should 
be rhythmically related to the preceding cadence. When there is 
no rhetorical pause here, breath need not necessarily be taken. 

7. The two verses of Gloria Patri are to be sung precisely as 
any other two Psalm verses ; without either preliminary retard in the 
preceding verse or pause after it; and. without the use of the 
intonation. Where no concluding Antiphon follows they may 
both properly be sung by the full choir. 

It is hoped that the method of pointing adopted, which dis- 
torts the printed text less than any hitherto devised, will aid in the 
reverent an4 unconstrained recitation of the Psalms in the method 
beloved by the Saints of old; and this is one of the urgent needs 
of our public worship.

9 Hath God forgotten to be • gracious? * and will he shut 
up his loving-kindness in • displeasure? 

10 And I said, It is mine own in-firmity : * but I will remember 
the years of the right hand of the • Most Highest. 

11 I will remember the works of the • Lord : * and call to mind 
thy wonders • of old time. 

12 I will think also of all thy • works, * and my talking shall 
be of • thy doings.

63 He gave his people over also • unto the sword; * and was 
wroth with • his inheritance. 

64 The fire consumed their young men; * and their maidens 
were not giv-en to marriage. 

65 Their priests were • slain with the sword; * and there were 
no widows to make • lamentation. 

66 So the Lord awaked, as • one out of sleep, * and like a giant 
re-freshed with wine. 

67 He smote his enemies • in the hinder parts; * and put them 
to a per-petual shame. 

68 He refused the t&ber-nacle of Joseph, * and chose not the
